The reports shall be updated at least once 
every six months upon completion of the required semiannual evaluations and shall be maintained by the research 
facility and made available to APHIS and to officials of funding Federal agertcles for Inspectton and copying upon 
request. The reports must contain a description of the nature and extent of the research facility's adherence to this 
subchapler. must Identify specificafly arty departures from the provlsior^ ol title 9. chapter I, subchapler A-Animal 
Welfare, and must state the reasons for each deparlure, The reports must distinguish significant deficiencies From 
mirtor deliciencies.

Any Failure to adhere to the plan arid schedule that results in a significant deficiency remaining 
unoorrecfed shall be reported in writing within 15 business days by the lACUC, through the Inslilubonal Official, 1o 
APHtS and any Federaf agency funding that activity; 

"‘The lacilily lACUC semi-annual inspectton report tdenlHies deficiencies and properly categorizes them as 
Significant or minor; however, the reporl lacks a specific plan for correction and correction dates. The current plan for 
oorrection staling: "needs to be checked" and 'need 1o initiate acfton' is unacceptable as it does not provide any 
specific detail, Additionally, the report lacks required signatures from the maionty of the lACUC.

{d) Interior surfaces The interior building surfaces of indoor housing facilities shall be constructed and maintained so 
that they are substantially impervious la moisture and may be readily samlrzed.
